made by Hashing. 


Savage said the average 
wage 


received by Ohio miners last year 
was $550 per man. Haskins plac- 
ed the average at $12jDO. 


Declaring operators believe In a 


coal miners' union, Haskins 
said 


reports of enormous daily losstes, 
due to the strike, constitute "ef- 
forts to throw sand in the people's 
eye " He said the mines can only 
operate six months a >ear insup- 
plying the demand for coal.

LEGISLATION BY GROUPS 


- The tendency of the times is unmistakably toward 


power in government through speqlal organizations. 
It operateb as follows: 


A group relatively small, when compared with the 


entire population of the state, agrees upon a certain 
form of legislation. It enlists the interest of the great 
majority belonging to that specific group, and presses 
the matter at Columbus qr Washington, as the case may 
be. ' 


The pressure is powerful because politicians have 


found that an organized group thwarted in their pur- 
pose is more likely to prove the undoing of the politician 
than all the rest of the people unorganized and rather 
indifferent to what the legislator does. 


Of'course we have always had organized interests, 


which have fostered certain legislation and opposed 
other forms of legislation, but these have heretofore 
been largely confined to the representatives of wealth 
on the one side, and of labor on the other. But into this 
field of interest and pressure are coming a large number 
of other organizations not personally interested in the 
outcome, except as the enactment of the legislation may 
redound to its glory.
